The following ih an extract from a 
letter written by Mark Twain to Mr. 
F. Hopkinfioii Smith, ari director of 
the Art'Loan Pedestal Fund Exhibi- 
tion in New York, in answer to a re- 
quest to write Hoinethinf,' for the album 
of autograph letters and sketciies, which 
will be otlered for sale for $3,000: 

"You know my weakness for Adam, 
and you know how 1 have straggled to 
get liim a monument and failed. Now, 
it seems to me here is my chance. 
What do we care for a statue of Li- 
berty, when we've got the thinf; itself 
in its wildest sublimity ! Whatyou want 
is a monument to keej) you in mind 
of .soiuetliiiii,' you haven't got — some- 
thing you've lost. Very well; we hav- 
en't lost liberty; we've lost Adam. An- 
other thing; what has liberty done for 
UH? Nothing in particular that I know 
of; what have we done for her] Every- 
thing; we've given her a homo — good 
home, too — and if she knows anything, 
she knows it's the first time she ever 
struck that novelty. Shb knows when 
we took ker in, slie Kad been a mere 
tramp 6,000 years, Biblicai measure. 
Yes, and we not only ended her 
troubles and made tliing.s soft for her 
periuanontly, but we made her re- 
spectable, and that she hadn't ever 
been before. Now aflier we've poured 
out these Atlantics of benefits upon this 
aged outcast, lo! and behold you, we are 
asked to come, forward and set up a 
monument to lier; suppose your statue 
represented her as old, beot, clothed in 
rags, downcast, shame-faced, with the 
insults and humiliations of C, 000 years, 
imploring for a curst and an hour's rest 
for God's sake, at our own back doorl 
Come, now you're shouting! That's the 
aspect of her which we need to be re- 
minded of, lest we forgot it; not this 
propo.sed one, where she's hearty, and 
well-fed, and holds up her head, and 
flourishes her hospitable schooner of 
flame, and appears to be inviting all the 
rest Oi the tramps to come over. O, go 
to;this in the very iiiaolenceof prosperity. 
But on the other hand look at Adam. 
What have we done for Adam) Noth- 
ing; what has Adam done for us? 
Everything. He gave us life, he gave 
us death, he gave us Heaven, ho gave 
us hell. Theaeare inestimable privileges, 
and remember, not one of them should 
we have had without Adam; well, 
then, he ought to liave a monument, 
for evolution is steadily and • surely 
abolishing hi rr,; and we must get up a 
monument, and be quick about it, or 
our children's children will grow up 
ignorant that there ever was an Adam. 
You can turn tha; blanket into an ulstor 
without any trouble; part the hair on one 
side, or conceal the sex of his head with a 
firo helmet, and at onco he's a man: put 
a harp and a halo and a palm branch in 
the loft hand to aymbnlize a part of what 
Adam did fur us, and leave the fire basket 
juat wiiore it is, to aymboliiie the rest. 
My friend the father of life and death and 
taxes has been neglected long enough; 
'shall this infamy be allowed to go on, ur 
shall it atop right hero 1 Is it but a ques- 
tion of finance ? Rchold the enclosed 
chocks. (A packu<^o or returned used 
chocks.) Use them as freely as they are 
contributed. Heaven knows I would 
there were a ton of them, I would send 
them all to you, for my heart is in this 
sublime work. Most truly yours.

Tlio rcBiilts of tho working of tho now 

Dominion Li(|iuir Lici:iioo Act that is soon 
to be iipplied to this pruviiicu hvc iiiitural- 
ly oiioiigh luukod furwai'd lo by a Irrgo 
majority of our pooplo with a moat livoly 
interest. As to tho constitutionality of 
tho Act itsolf, that is a tiuostion that tiino 
and tho ^ibtum of the highest court of np- 
puul can alono detorinina; but whether it 
bo dechired tiix.d or bad, there is oiio 
thing very certain, and that is, there are 
far too many liquor licences extant in 
Victoria. Under tlio now net llio luunber 
of liquor licences in this city will bo re- 
duced to eighteen, a number that we deem, 
with every deference to teetotallers, to be 
inauflicient for tho i)eoplo'8 wants. If 
there wnro but half as many licenced 
houses here ;is there are it would decided- 
ly beiiutit tho comuumity, but tho now 
law proposes to deal with this i(uostion in 
an entirely too sweeping manner. While 
legislation alono can etl'cct. such a reform 
as sug'^ested, that legislation should eina 
nale fmni the i.;uvernniont8 of each pro- 
vince, with jiowcr. relegated to lliem under 
the ]i. N. America Act, to pass and 
admiiiistor laws rolating to the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. Are they not as 
competent to judge of the needs of their 
distinctive provinces, and arc they not as 
earnest for the welfare ef tlieir country- 
men as the l.lonuuinn parliament which 
passes a law which dues nut diseriminato 
botwoon one pnivnice anil the ether / 
From a local knowledge, ninroover, uf 
those oontiugont circutnstance.s S which 
render a hiird and fast rii!e,tliiuigh applic- 
able enough in "ume cases yet [lositivcly 
unjust in uthers- - 1 i'ey are certainly en- 
titled lo have this pcjw.'r, nliich they 
would unduubtedly e.xerci.se in a siiirit iif 
tho strictest impartialiiy ;iiid in a maimer 
entirely Ciinfurinable, to tho morals and 
health of tlio public, and at tho SRino 
time show every pmper consideratiim fur 
tho rights (.f the i-.iil.Ji'e;. 'Phv.- evils lo- 
sultiiig fruiu imiui'diuMie and e.\cessive 
drinking are l.m palpable tn the ordinary 
observer, withtiut heeding tho esoited 
declamations of the wuU-iueaning but en- 
thusiastic prohibitioni.ll. The drunkard 
ill the gutter doe^ nut lie there iii vain. 
Hi'j situation though, jjerhaps, not cou- 
dueivo 1(1 bis own wol'-lieiiig, serves ai an 
awful and degraded example <.if human 
inituro brutalized and controlled by a 
grovelling passion. All thinking men, 
when they put aside questiims of self- 
tereat, unhesitatingly admit tho evil 
flocts of the li<|U('r t rathe. No need then 
to dilate upon tlie cursi' \vho«e presonco 
is admitted, but rather to sook for a 
remedy. It is thuilitful if this remedy 
can be found In pndiibition. I'reveiition 
is said to Iji liettor than cure, but as long 
as human beings people this world so long 
will they have their failings, one of whioli 
is the de.-iiro fi.'V exciteniont which too 
often is supplied by the consumption of 
Stimulants which are, properly speaking, 
unnatural. In some of the states of 
America, uhcre prohiljitioti exists, the 
revenue has su Herod considerably from 
being deprived uf this source of income, 
while at tho same time largo tpnintities of 
liquor aroannually consumed surreptitious- 
ly. Were the matter, hovvevor, in ^this 
country to be dealt with in a moderate 
syiirit, and the number of licences do- 
creased according to the discretion of the 
provincial govurniiient, it wotild probably 
deprive this city of aliout one-iialf the 
existing nuniber, thereby lessening tho 
trallic (for the more licenced honaes the 
more liipior there is sold), leaving it a 
legal one anil at the .-iame time beiietitting 
the morals of the public, 'i'lie revenue 
derived from the siilo of liquors may ex- 
ceed the expenses incurred by its con- 
sumption, but what is the financial 
prosperity of a country when weighed in 
the balance against the welfare of society I 
As matters are now, it KeeiiiE. jiaradoxical 
that the Dominion gove'rument Bhould be 
so industriously legislating against a 
trafllc which forms one of tho must, if not 
the most, important sources of revenue 
the country possesses.

working railway oniployea. It cited Hcvcral 
instances of conductors and eugineera on 
Eustor.i roads who wore suaponded for 
causing an accident when they had been 
fjfty-oight hours on duty and had protest- 
ed that thoy were unfit for servica. Some 
of tho worst disasters that havo happened 
on thia coast huve been due to tho ^aino 
cause — tho etiort to get double work out 
of good, efficient mon. It does not pay a 
railroad company to run its trains with a 
poor force of employes or with an insuffi- 
cient number. The latter dofect in raiin- 
iigeinonl led to the Tehacliapi wreck, and

When tho evidence cleariy 
shows, howovor, that tho road was being 
run "short-handed, '! or that an engineer 
or conductor was sent out in spite of his 
protest that overwork had incapacitated 
him for the rcsponsibilitiiis of his position , 
then the law should be framed so us to 
reach t.hoso in charge, wlio, in such oases, 
nro morally .as much respoiiHible fur the 
death or maiming of passengers as though 
they had loft a. switch open or placed a tio 
on tho track. A few convictions iu such 
cases -ivould result inroforni, which does 
not seem poasiblo without such pressure, 
aa railroad ooiiipanioa aro notoriously 
without bowels.
